CORRESPONDENCE, 
THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—The action of the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association in sending to the Times a reply which they had 
recived from the Foreign Office was calculated to compromise the community. 
There was nothing fresh in the communication which the Committee elicited. 
They must have known what the answer would be when they addressed Lord 
sulisbury. They acted with propriety and in accordance with precedent in 
approaching Her Majesty's Government, but to publish the reply in the official 
form in which it appeared in the Times of the 21st inst., implied one thing and 
one thing only, namely, that the entire Jewish community accepted that diplomatic 
inswer and reper | withdrew their charges against Russia. As a member of 
both the “bodies which the Conjoint Foreign Committee is intended to represent, I 
feel it my duty to protest against their action in this particular and to observe 
that they have thereby misrepresented us. I thought it right to address a letter 
te the Times, which appeared on the 22nd inst, with the view of counteracting 
the impression of the Committce’s communication. The three gentlemen who are 
mainly in possession of information from Russia, namely, Dr. Adler, Mr. N. S. 
Joseph, and Mr, 6. L. Cohen, are not members of the Conjoint Committee, and it 
is quite possible that the Comittee may be without the information which these 
gentlemen possess. It may be very desirable to maintain the prestige of the 
Bourd of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, but in the present grave 
crisis it is of far greater consequence that no official step should be taken on 
half of the community without the cognizance of the Mansion House Russo- 
Jewish Committee to which those three gentlemen belong.

sik,—That sentiment which I so much deprecated in my former letter 
wens to have found a champion in your correspondent, “G. 8.” To his mind 


sentiment ought to prove such an incentive to the colonists that through them 


Israel's ancient glory would return ; and that she would once more take her 
place amongst nations. [ am sorry [ cannot fall in with his visionary ideal. 
Such a pleasing prospect would no doubt be the means of inducing thousands to 
accept any hardship for the sake of realizing it. But to offer such an. induce- 
ment is to taunt and delude the poor ignorants; and to shut our own eyes to 
stern facts for the sake of satisfying our sentiment, 

These stern facts I shall put before you. | have no desire to blame * GS.” for 
wishing to have my authorities, and | am able and willing to give him chapter and 
verse for every assertion I have made, He seems, however, to consider my 
eul wistic references to Canada aus a kind of personal insult to Palestine, and 
that | necessarily imply that Palestine must be a wilderness. “I do not wish to 
uply this, Ido not deny that many parts of Palestine are extremely ferti'e, but 
colonists have many other questions to ask besides the nature of the soil. 


Exception has been taken to my remarks on the attitade of the Porte 


towards Russian-Jewish immigrants into the Holy Land. On further reference 
to this, my statement is considerably strengthened, the only modification being 
in favour of individual immigrants ; the verilication of this can be found. in the 
Anglo-Jewish Association's Annual Reports, pp. 16 to 19, in the 17th report 
(1887-1888), and p. 22 in the 18th report (1888-1889). The report of this year 
does not again refer to the matter. I can, therefore, assuine that the 18th annual 


report (last year’s) leaves the case as it now stands, which is, that immigrants: 


én masse will not be allowed to take up their permanent abode in Palestine. 

The flourishing condition of colonies already established there does not 
‘ppear to be corroborated by the highest authorities on the country, and “ G.S.” 
has omitted to state how long it was before the colonies began to flourish to 
whieh he refers. Have they, like the Rothschild colonies quoted in the Jewish 
Chronicle of the Sth inst., just begun to thrive after many years establishment ? 

Mr. G. R. Conder, of the Palestine Exploration Fund, says in his book “Tent 
Work in Palestine” that the various colonies he visited did not appear to 
have been progressive, and gives as his reasons: (a.) The insecurity 
of the titles to land : (b.) The obstacles placed in the way by Turkish 
olhicials; (ce) The unsuitability of the climate for Europeans and _ the 
general unhealthiness of the country (owing, it must be admitted, to neglect 
vt Proper sanitation) ; (d.). The weak and corrupt government ; (¢.) The rooted 
objection to strangers tilling and cultivating the lands belonging to lurkey ; 
(7.) The vast expenditure requisite before the land can again be brought back to 
tS proper fertility ; (q.) The want of roads and insutliciency of proper means of 
O¥eyance and transit; (h.) The whole public works of the country require 
imly taking in hand by a stronger government and not by individuals or semi- 
religions societies.

Then, as to being interlopers, there is not the 
slightest foundation for the statement : on the contrary, why are there 84.000 acres 
on eight of the principal roads reserved for purposes of free qrants of 10 acres 
eath ? If they do not. desire immigrants, wherefore and to whom are these 
inducements given? To me it is sufficient evidence of a desire for 
more farmers, &e, “G. S.s” contention that Turkey is friendly and 
the vast power exercised by England over it does not prove that the 
Jews would not suffer injustice or tyranny. If Turkey is so just, why 
is the persecution of Christians tolerated by the Turkish Governtent ? 
Do these things speak favourably of Turkey's justice and England's 
influence ? Is it not probable that the Jews, if settled in Palestine, would be 
subject to these fanatical outbursts, for does not the Moslem detest the Israelite. 
and if in his power would his treatment be better than Russia's 2? No. I firmly 
believe it would be a case of out of the frying pan into the fire, and a very un- 
statesmanlike proceeding to carry it into effect. 

egg rary I have no fear that the Jews would be beaten by the Canadian 
farmers (not Yankees’ finesse as “G. 8.” has it) ; there is plenty of room for com- 
petition in the agricultural department of industry. But there is even no need 
of competition at all, as co-operation could be the basis, and they could thus be 
their own producers and consumers without any great necessity to go outside 
their own colony at all, for they would have in Canada every facility : plenty of

THE PROVINCES AND THEIR COMMUNAL RESPONSIBILITIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—In your “ Notes of the Week” dealing with the Provincial Ministers’ 
Fund, I notice that, whilst recommending that institution to the support of the 
Metropolitan colmnmunnity, you also refer to the lack of instances where communal 
needs have benefited to any extent from the bequests of those residing in the 
provinces, I trust vou will lend.the influence of your columns to an attempt to 
arouse those of our brethren in the provinces who can afford to display it to a 
greater sense than they usually evidence of the share they should take in the 
general burdens of the community. With but few exceptions, the provincial con- 
gregations seem to look upon us in London as the possessors of a well of gold, the 
stream of which they should be permitted to turn on whenever and to what extent 
it pleases them, Their orphans are sent to Norwood, their aged to the Hand in 
Hand and Jewish Home, and we fail to see in the subscriptioa lists of these imsti- 
tutions anything like adequate acknowledgment of their easy accessibility. We 
build them their. synagogues, we place walls round their burial grounds, we grant 
subventions to their ministers, and we are asked todo this and much more 
besides in spite of the continual stream of information with which your 
provincial column overflows all calculated to impress us with the profuse 
ness of their liberality, their high social positions, and above all their financial 
substantiality. I fear it may be urged with some justice that the provincial 
column of your valuable paper encourages local Bumbledom, gratifies Snobbish- 
ness, and generally leads our provincial friends to deceive themselves with the 
notion that they are wonderful people who are doing a great deal for: Judaism 
by being what they are or what they report themselves to be. Let Mr. and Mrs. 
Showman, of Smallborough, give even so trifling a gift to their local sanctuary 
and no r val presentation 1s so maygniticently heralded and so completely advertised. 
Under the heading “Smallborough” we read that “at a meeting of the Stall 
borough Hebrew Congregation, held on Sunday, Mr. Showman, President, in. the 
chair. il letter wis read from Mr. and Mrs. Showman intimating their intention 
of presenting to the svnhagorue a handsome mantle for the Sepher.” Shortly 
afterwards we learn from the same source that “ Messrs. Sewitt, ‘Tinsel and Co., 
the well-known firm of embroiderers have received the order of Mr, and Mrs. 
Showman for a handsome &c., &c.” The next bulletin is to the effect that 
“the handsome mantle manufactured for the Smallborough Congregation to the 
order of Mr. and Mrs. Showman, has arrived in Smallborough, and has attracted 
much attention in the town, the Smallborough Gazette devoting a column to Its 
description and a biography of. Mr. Showman.” The tide of information hats 
only just begun to come in. We soon hear that “on Sunday last at a: meeting 
of the Smallborough Hebrew Congregation, Mr. Showman, President, in the chair, 
a vote of thanks was unanimously passed, &c., &c., for the elegant embroidered 
mantle presented by Mr, and Mrs, Showman.” Another edition tells us of the 


ceremony of reception of the gift, and we obtain more circumstantial 
details “together with the information that Mr. and Mrs. Showman, 
subsequent to the ceremony, entertained a _ large circle of admiring 
friends. If the entertainment was within doors a description of “ Showman 


House” may find its way in. If in the summer, and it took the form of a picnic, 
room may be found to work in a reference to the “ private carriage ~ which joined 
the procession en route.

would be greatly enhanced if you would print in Italics the names of these con- 
gregations that owe nothing on their synagogues and burial grounds, and if a 
star were placed against the names of those towns, Jewish residents in which, are 
found to subscribe to say three out of the followmg institutions : The Chief 
Rabbi's Fund, the Jews’ Hospital, the Asylum for the Aged, the Provincial 
Ministers’ Fund and the Jews’ College.

My father and 
mother are Jews, and though at heart ! am as little a Jew as you, and stil] Jos 
if possible. I have not, however, abjared that faith, because I would not on the 
other hand, take ano'her. I can well assure you that I am no longera Jew, but! 
cannot assure you without a lie that I have become a Christian, With us it is no 
longer of any consequence whether one is Jew or not. Because with us as jig 
Germany, France and Eogland, it is merely a religion, and not a nationality, One 
isa Jew with us as one is a Protestant or a Catholic. With us, therefore, specially 
when one has a reputation from talents such as mine, one is the equal of everyone, 
and there is nothing that would not be within my reach if I would make a pact 
with the existing Government. But all this is quite different with you in Russia. 
Your compatriots. Sophie, will despise you for marrying a Jew. You, the descen- 
dant of princes, to marrya man, who, it is true if origin gave a title to pride, 
might be prouder than all of you, descending from a more ancient origin than al! 
your princes and nobles of several centuries, coming from the stock of the firt 
great civilized people which has appeared in history, from the ancient Kings of 
Syria. Itis true that I could make the sacrifice for you of becoming a Chris- 
tian, although according to our laws that would not be necessary. But that would 
cost me something Sophie, and I will tell you why. I do not like Jews; I even 
detest them in general. I only see in them the very degenerate sons of a past that 
is great but very far off, These men have acquired, through centuries of slavery 
the qualities of slaves, and it ia on this account I dislike them so extremely, 
Amongst my friends, and in the circle which surrounds me here, there is hardly 4 
single Jew. Therefore in no respect would this change be prinfal to me. Bat! 
am a politician, and what is more Iam in the position of a leader of a party, and 
the party I call mine must hold the principle of never yielding to a prejudice, for 
that would be cowardice, and of never committing an act of hypocrisy.”

DEATH OF GRAND RABBI TRENEL, 


—

l regret to have to inform you of the death last Thursday of Grand 
Rabbi Isaac Lion Trenel, Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and Prin- 
cipal of the Sominaire Israelite and of the Talmud Torah School in _ this 
city. The; Seminary, which is the Training College for our Rabbis, was formerly 
known as the Ecole Rabbinique de France, and was created by Royal decree in 
1820. It was first established at Metz, and in 1859 it was transferred to Paris by 
the then Grand Rabbi of France, M. Ulmann, We may say with pride that 
most of the French Rabbis studied at the Seminary, and curiously enough were 
nearly all natives of Alsace or Lorraine... M. Trenel was 67 years old, and had 
been Principal of the Seminary for nearly 54 years, during which period he fultilled his 
duties with the utmost honour to himself and to the community. He never gave 
himself rest ; he was always at lis post, and invariably refused to listen to the 
entreaties of his friends who counselled him to think a little of his health. <A 
short time ago, when already contined to his bed, he had the satisfaction of learn- 
ing from M. Zadoe Kahn, Grand Rabbi of France, that three of his pupils had 
brilliantiy passed their examination, and had obtained the diploma of Rabbj. His 
death is a great Joss for French Judaism, for all the Rabbis appointed in this 
country within the last three decades were trained under his intelligent and 
enlightened direction. He was, I may say, a typical director of such an estab- 
lishment as the Seminary. To a vast and profound science he united one ef 
the firmest of characters, and it is owing to these brilliant qualities that discipline, 
although paternal, has always been extremely strict and the sacred sciences 
have always attained at the Seminary so lofty a standard, Among his writings 
was one on the life of Hillel. 

M. Zadoe Kahn, hastily summoned from St. Aubin, where he had only re- 
turned on the previous day in continuation of his holiday, returned to Paris for 
the funeral, which took place on Friday afternoon. The obsequies were attended bya 
crowd of friends and sympathisers, imposing by its numbers, although the season 
is still keeping a large portion of the community away from Paris. The short 
interval that had elapsed since the death and the burial also prevented many 
persons, including former pupily, who live at a distance from coming up to 
town. The coffin had been placed before the ark in the Synagogue of the 
Seminary, Rue Vauquelin. All the lights were lit and black draperies 
were hung all over the building. The Rabbinate of Paris was present almost az 
complet, in addition to other Rabbis who had travelled specially from the pro- 
vinces, and of course the pupils of the Seminary. Here the Grand Rabbi of 
France delivered an oration, in which he dwelt on the many virtues and high 
qualities of the deceased teacher. In moving and elevating language the orator 
showed how the whole f rencl tabbinate as well is the superior administration 
of the Jewish community had, with one accord designated M. Trenel in 1857 as 
head of that brilliant school, and he pointed out how the scrupulous passion for 
wes Fines the neglect of his own interests prevented him from accomplishing all 

After this ceremony, which had been conducted by M.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY, 
OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


BERLIN, Avarst, 1890, 


“The Persecution of the Jews in Germany at the end of the Nineteenth 
Century,” is the title of a very interesting article, which Dr. Heinrich Rickert, 
formerly Landesdirector of the Province of West Prussia, one of the leaders of the 
Liberal party and well-known for his eloquence, has published in the last number 
of the weekly German paper, 7h: Vation. Dr. Rickert is not a Jew: his words, 
therefore, carry more weight, and will also be read with interest in England, 
The following is only an extract from his long article : 


Six-and-a-half centuries have passed since Pope Innocent IV. issued a ball for 
the protection of the oppressed and persecuted Jews. ‘Some clergymen and princes 
—~s0 says the bull — noble and powerful men of your countries plan so as to get 
possession of the fortune of the Jews by unlawful means and by wicked plots 
against them. In opposition to the privileges granted to them by the Pope, against 
God and His justice they oppress the Jews by famine, imprisonment, tortures and 
vexations; impose on them all kinds of punishment, and even sometimes condemn 
them to death so that they, although they live under the rule of princes who 
acknowledge Christianity, are worse off than their ancestors in Egypt under 
Pharaoh. As we wish to know. that they are not tortured, we order you to be kind 
and friendly to them all. Where you find unlawful attacks against them, prevent 
them and do not allow Jewsin future to be afflicted by such and similar oppressions, 

A long work of culture lies between then and now. The Jew of to-day is no 
longer physically ill-treated—tortured and burnt—not only the law but our more 
refined mannera forbid it. But we ask,if the work of culture has also conquered 
the principles, the mode of thinking and feeling, from which those deeds of abomin- 
able barbarity arose, against which in vain excommunication has been imposed ' 

Forsooth ! on paper in our constitution, in our laws everything is so well 
arranged as the civilisation, which we have acquired, demands. In all constitn- 
tional States of Europe religions equality is recognised, This principle has even 
been placed under European guarantee. How is it with us, with the actual fulfl. 
ment of these legal decisions? Are Jews indeed admitted to all offices ant 
places of honour! Are they in accordance with their qualifications, officers, 
— and higher officials! No! but that is not enough. Although they are 
ndeed kept in the background and excluded from all important offices, there i 
now a movement which has as its aim, even to ‘set aside the principle proclaimed 
in the Prussian edict of the eleventh of March, 1882, that the Jews are to b¢ 
respected as natives and citizens, It is one of the favourite methods of the ant- 
Semites to identify with Judaism some disgraceful qualities and vices, such as usury, 
avarice, or wild speculation, to awaken the idea, that the respectable Jew would 
judge less critically the Jewish usurer, who profits by the destitution of his neigh- 
bour in a more heartless manner than the respectable Christian. It is only looking 
upon it in that light that they can speak of “ certain Jewish usury.’ (te 

This mean method of warfare has not been without effect. One can imagine 
that anti-Semitism in its different forms will have no hold in the long ran in Ger 
many. Bu+ nevertheless it can fora time mislead many, and become dangerous 
What was possible in Hesse, can also happen in Baden and elsewhere, if one looks 
on carelessly and with indifference at the doings of the anti-Semites. Most people 
do not know. how intensely the anti-Semites agitate with word and deed. It & 
indeed time that the notice of higher autvorities was directed towards this agitatio®. 
If the petty landlord, who reads little, and troubles himself still less about pubuc 
affairs, only believes partly what is written in the anti-Semitic papers concerning 
the Jews, then it is not atallto be wondered at that he feels hatred and contempt 
them, and acts accordingly. The continuous slander, to which the ramen 
Israélite is exposed, testifies how falsehoods combated and confated are 
forward again and again before the electors as pure truth in the anti-Semiu 
It would indeed be a great mistake to neglect their defence.

AFRICA AND THE JEWS. 


On Tuesday last the official text of the Anglo-Portugnese Convention was 
given to the world. This treaty completes the final stage in the frontier 
delimitations which bring the whole African continent into the gripof uropean 
infiuence. The event is of considerable importance to us, for it is caleulated to 
affect the destinies of close upon a_ half-million ot Jews. - To the 
larger portion of them, or, at any rate, to their children, the néw era will 
have the same significance as the Renaissance had for their brethren in Europe, 
with the difference that the twilight between their mediwvalism and their 
emancipation will be infinitely briefer. Another reason why the ‘partition of 
Africa has a special interest for Jews is that much of their history is 
bound up witlr that of the Dark Continent. This is especially the case with 
the Eastern regions, which are chietly affected by the recent negotiations, 
From Egypt southward to Mombasa the whole country belongs to Hebrew 
tradition. Of Egypt itself—the starting point of Jewish history, the cradle 
of Judaism, the crucible in which Hebraism and Hellenism combined to form 
the basis of Christianity, the seat of a brilliant post-exilic history which com- 
prises the most fruitful period in the career of the great Maimonxives—it is, 
perhaps, scarcely necessary to speak. But the other Mastern countries have 
a'so their claims upon our attention. The precise nature of the geographical 
knowledge of our Biblical ancestors is still somewhat obscure. but that they 
were acquainted with a considerable portion of the East African coast is 
certain. From the days of Soromow the trade with this portion of Africa 
was considerable. Ethiopia, the modern Abyssinia, was th: home of the 
Qveen of Sugna ; and Somaliland, whichis now comprised in the possessions 
of the British East Africa Company, has been more than once identified— 
most recently by the well-known Jewish traveller Eowarp Giasern—as the 
ancient Ophir. It is a curious circumstance that long before Sranxiey 
invented the name of the * Dark Continent,” the Jews had a similar appel- 
lation for Africa. Ethiopia was called by them Cush, a word employed 
in the Talmud to mean “dark” or *‘ black.” The early Hebrews were also 
acquainted with Northern Africa, principally Tunis and Moroceo, 

Of the Jewish settlers who made their abode in Africa during the 
period of commercial expansion inaugurated in the reign of SoLomoy, not 
many traces remain. he most important are found among the 
Falashas of Abyssinia, who are stated to number 200,000, and whose 
traditions allege their Solomonic origin. They belong to the category of 
Pseudo-Jews, inasmuch as there is a considerable strain of Arabic bleod in 
their veins. At one time they were the preponderating element in Abyssinia, 
and a Falasha Queen, Jupirn, dismantled the Christian Temple at Aksum, 
and made Judaism the state religion. Her dynasty survived to the end of 
the tenth century, when Christianity was re-established, and an era of perse- 
cution commenced for the Falashas, which has lasted to the present day, 
Under the intluence of the Italians, to whom Abyssinia now falls, a happier 
era is doubtless dawning for them, All over the interior of Africa there are 
vast tribes of nomad Jews, whose ignorance of Talmudic Judaism argues 
their ancient origin. In the desert Linter/duder of Morocco, Algeria, Tunis, 
and Tripoli these tribes, who combine commercial instincts with warlike 
aptitude, are very numerous. In the Sahara alone they number about 
10,000, and at Timbuctoo there is a settled colony known as Daggatouns, 
with whose condition the Moorish Rabbi, Monpecat Any Sz#rove, has made 
us acquainted. By the Anglo-French Agreement these Jews are also 
brought under the benignant intluence of European Government, and when 
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the Trans-Saharan Railway is a reality, it may be anticipated that their 
native Jewish enterprise will find its legitimate yocation. The Jews in 
Northern Africa belong to a later immigration, They are partly descendants 


of emigrants who followed in the wake of the Mahommedan 
armies under the early Kuatirs, and partly the posterity of the 
exiles from Spain and Portugal who were driven from the Pen- 
insula in 1492 and 1496. Their total number cannot fall far short 


of SOOO, The destiny of two of these communities —Tripoli and Morocco 
—js still uncertain : but the time cannot be far distant when Italy will take 
up the same position in Tripoli as is occupied by France in Tunis, and when some 
European intervention will force on to the Suexeer of Morocco a more equut- 
able government of his dominions. At present the Jews of Morocco are a 
prey to the cruellest persecution. When. however, the new era in African 
history extends to them, we may be certain that they will play an honour-

The following letter from Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, President of the Jewish 
Board of Gauardians, was published in yesterday's Standard :— 

Sir,—I have followed with close attention the correspoadenc> which has lately 
appeared in your columns from Mrs. Finn and Mr. Reaney, ani as frequent refer. 
ence has been made by both to the Jewish Board of Guardians, I trns: you. will 
sllow me tosupply what ioformation I can respecting the operations of the Board 
of which I have the honour to be the President. 

Mrs. Finn. in her letter of the 18th, cited some statistics from the report of the 
Whitechapel Union, which, as she traly observed, speak eloquently in favour of the 
thrift and diligence of the Whitechapel population. Mrs. Finn is so well knows 
for her benevolent efforts on beha'f of the poor, not confined by any means to one 
quarter of London, or even to the Metropolis itself, and speaks with so much autho- 
rity on everything connected with charitable administration, that any inference she 
draws from statistical reports may weli be regarded as established. Mr. Reaoey, 
however, in his letter of the 20th, hesitates to accept Mrs. Finn's conclusions, and 
asks for some information respecting the operations of the Jewish Board of 
(;uardians, to which he very kindly, and | hope I may say truly, attributes some of 
the success which, beyond doubt. has attended charitable administration in White 
chapel. It is difficult within the compass of a letter to give full details of th 
administration of the various departments of my Board, which. wil! be found amply 
set outin our annual reports, but it will interest Mr. Reaney to know that we 
relieved in ISS7. 3.3153 cages; in ISS88, 3.515 cases: and in 2,080 cases. 

It is impossible to reply categorically to Mr. Reaney’s request in bis letter of the 
23rd, whether the relief given by the Jewish Boird of Guardians shows any increare 
during the period covered by the figures given by the Poor Law officials, because 
the periods are not identicalin our respective reports, our returns being invariably 
made out at the close of each vear for the preceding twelve months. I may, how- 
ever, shortly state taat our relief disbursementa were in about 
IS87, 215.800; in D888, £15,000; and in £15,100. 

The more accurate testof our operation is. however, to be obtaine?, not from 
the amounts disbursed, but from the number of cases relieved. Our relief is dit 
pensed in so many forms, including apprenticing boys, assistance to emigrate, 
setting upin business, and fixed allowances, that the totals disbursed necessarily 
depend on the ever-varying character of the applications which come before us. 
Reverting to the figures first cited above, it may be seen that the number of case 
relieved in 1559 was about 530 less than 1858, and 330 less than 1557. :

Fancy a whole company of Russian soldiers, skirmishers into the bargain, 
the heroes of Shipka Pass, Plevna, and many another famous battle-field, 
besieged by afew hundred Jews armed with nothing but * brilliants, gold and 
silver.” And where, where do they attack soldiers, where do they thaunt with, 
* brilliants, gold and silver 7” In Svenziani, a poor, miserable place m the county 
of Vilna, having in all 8,517 inhabitants, inclusive of women, elderly people and 
children. There, in Svanziani, to credit the Grashdanin, have appeared these 
millionaries “sparkling with plundered diamonds, gold and silver,” forming 
such a street mob that a whole company of gallant skirmishers is unable to 
effect a passage through the streets ! *Indee remarks the Norost “one mist 
be gifted with special stupidity and insolence in order to spread such obviously 
absurd and offending tittle-tattle.”

The Prince declares that * the 
Government in Russia has not dreamt of taking the slightest oppressive measure 
avainst the Jews : on the ¢ ontrary, it is the Jews themselves Who have Tne alit dl 
this fable and spread it im all the Orralis of the luropean press from fear that 
the Government of Russia might one day decide on revising the millions of cases, 
in which under every pretext, the Jews have fraudulently violated existing laws 
during the past thirty years. This fear is well-founded. There is a Russian 
proverb which says : * The cat always knows to whom belongs the meat it has 
jtist eaten. The Jews in Russia know well what they have to fear. Oppressive 
laws ? (‘ertainly not. but measures which would compel them to respect the 
law. The Government in Russia is engaged in making order in the social life 
of all institutions and in all classes ; the Jews know this, and foreseeing that 
their turn approaches for rendering an account of their infractions of the law, 
they have invented the ingenious proceeding of crying out about anti-Semitic 
persecutions, { affirm that they would even push their stratagem so far As to 
cause disturbances between themselves and the Russians with the object. of 
inventing a Jewish St. Bartholomew, and of intimidating the Government by 
the phantom of religious and national hatred.

On the position of the Jews in Russia, the F’reisinnige Zeitung says: * The 
Jews in Russia, in spite of all official denials, are not allowed to live in the 
country ; and in the towns, esp wially the larger ones, they are also forbidden to 
take up their residence, Under these circumstances, they are forced to emigrate, 
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But to do this they must have passports, otherwise they cannot cross the frontier. 
Such passports, however, are either not obtainable at all, or ouly mn exceptional 
cases, When they are so expensive that poor people cannot obtain them. They are 
therefore driven to trv to steal across the frontier. Only a small part of the 
nuinber succeed in doing this, and the rest are forced to remain in indescribable 
misery.” The writer has spoken with two Jewish emigrants, who in the manner 
described left their fatherland, but without their wives and children, whom they 
were unable to take with them. They declare that the treatment of Jews by the 
Russian authorities is intolerable. 


RUSSIAN EMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES.

Beron de- Hirsch must have fally realised the extent of the Ruaso- 
Polish) problem with which the Jews of America are grappling, when 
he made over to trustees in this country the largest part of that immense fortune 
which the Czar’s Government feared to apply to educate its down-trodden Jewish 
subjects. The $120,000 annuity capitalised at 5 per cent. would yield nearly 
twelve million marks, and yet the new outrages will probably iiuake that maeni- 
ticent endowment appear insignificant. The reports of the issue of the decree of 
binishment are denied in official cireles, anil yet we fear the worst. It is generally 
thoucht. too. that Baron Edmond de Rothsehild’s colonisation scheme for Palestine 
is not feasible because of the absence of large industries there, and the practical 
impossibility of establishing them, but even more because of the arbitrary exac- 
tions of the tax-farmer and the desolation he scatters on all sides. Evenif his 
philanthropic plans do have the full moasure of success, there is no reason to believe 
that the annual immigration of the Russians to this country of 50,000) souls will 
be increased to LOO.Q00 when the dread measures of repression shall have been 
enforced, 

Now it must not be suppesed that this country is extraordinarily anxious that 
the largest number should come there are those in the community who 
sinister motives to Congressman Baker (a non-Jew), who has just intro- 
duced a bill ling m the President of the United States to protest against the 
hrent of inhwonan edict, think that ex-Consul 
Simon Wolf has a purpose in desiring Sir Moses Montetiore in under 
taking a mission to Russia. The unwillingness to have them come ts not because 
of a prejudice against the Jews, but a growing sentiment in the Conimunity that 
our policy of opening wide our doors to all foreigners is utterly unpractical and 
must be reversed. And instead of making this forever an asylum for. peoples of 
all climes, the Chinese Exclusion Act is being enforced, and adinission is being 
denied to labourers who come under contract, the criminal, the insane and pauper, 
and all except those who appear to be able to support thens¢lves and not be a 
burden to the community. The competition of the labour market, aided by 
certain minor difficulties, has caused the framing of yet more laws to restrict immui- 
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Besides showing these views in regard to immigration, not a few Jews are 
not less emphatic in wishing to deny to oppressed coreligionists blessings they 
themselves are enjoying : indeed it is one of the anomalies of current American 
history that the recently arrived foreigners of all nationalities harbour the same 
kind of prejudices in an exaggerated forn against those who follow them, as they 
themselves evoked on their arrival. Vithout taking extreme views, three straws 
will show which way the wind is blowing. During the great cloakimakers’ strike 


im New York, in which a great number of our poorer Russian coreligionists 
were Interested as employés and their wealthy brethren as employers, not one of 


the tn metropolitan papers printed in knelish hada word of syuipathy or advice 
tO CX] Indeed tiere was considerable feeling shown in private against the 
strikers for becoming Americanised so quickly and for using the justifiable strike 
method to riglit their rongs. Some wh lesome advice to the master cldakmakers, 
or a suggestion of how to right matters, might have met favour with some plilan- 
thropist and arbitration, instead of continued distress and much anarchistie talk, 
might have been successfully applied an earlier predecessor of (Coroner Levy.

From the records of the arrivals of Jews in New York as 
yeorage passengers Kept at the offices of the “ Charities,” made up from the 
‘vial lists at Castle Garden and now at the Barge Office, it seems that 16,499 
jws arrived there between October Ist, 1888, and August Ist, 1889, whereas 
forthe sale period this year 25,208 have arrived. For the tirst seven months 
‘he arrivals were respectively 1.205; 1,550 2.186 786: 6.003; 5.04. 
fue immigration for June and July is the largest that the port of New York has 
vet experienced, Barely 25 per cent. of the arrivals leave New York for other 
places. 

It is called the 
Jewish Alliance of America, and its object is the promotion of agriculture and 
tindred industries among the Russian immigrants to the United States. The

UNITED STATES. 

John Bovle O'Reilly, the lately deceased Trish patriot, whio held a proud Pori- 
tion in the best society of Boston as a gifted poet and brilliant man of letters, had 
a strong friendly fecling for Jews.. He contributed to the consensus of opinion 
concerning prejudice against the Jews, which was published early this year as 1 
special number of the American Ile brew, Ih expressing his sentiments on this 
point Mr. O'Reilly said: * Part of the prejudice is inherited from less intelligent 
tines; part comes from the exclusiveness of the Jews as a race, and the largest 
part from the marvellous success of the Jewish race in business. — In this country 
I think the anti-Jewish prejudice is not at all religious. From personal experience 
I should say it was wholly racial and commercial. It has been my fortune to 
know, long and intimately, several Jewish families in Boston and New York, and 
many individual Jews during my lifetime. Their standard of conduct is the 
same as the Christians’, but their standard of home-life and all its relations is the 
highest in the world, I know three men who are my ideals of mercantile honor, 
integrity and business character: one is a Christian and two are Jews. I do not 
know how to dispel the anti-Jewish prejudice except by expressing my own 
respect, honor, and affection for the greatest race—taking its \ icissitudes and its 
achievements, its numbers and its glories—that ever existed, 

Mr. G. D. Maduro Peixotto has suggested that the Jews of New York, fol 
lowing the example set by some of their leading coreligionists in London, should 
express in some simple form their appreciation of Cardinal Manning's interest in 
the welfare of their people. 

New York is to have yet another Jewish temple, that of the congregation 
Beth-el. It is being erected on Fifth Avenue and 76th Street, and promises to | e 
one of the handsomest edifices in the city. The Congregation Zichron Ephraim 
is erecting a Synagogue, which will also be a splendid structure.

He went into statistics, showing that after deducting all expenses for 
management, the Association would be able to sell meat at least one penny per 
pound cheaper than at present, and realise a profit of £600 a year upon the con- 
sumption of 7,000 lbs. of meat per week by the Jewish populacion of Birmingham. 
Mr. M. L. Dight, Treasurer, moved the following resolution: “ That this meeting 
is.of opinion that the time has arrived when a revision of the meat supply of the 
congregation should take place, and pledges itself to aupport the Kosher Meat 

upply Association, and that a deputation be formed to wait upon the President and 
Council of the congregation to take the management, orto give it their sanction 
and support.’ Mr. Dight, in advocating the acceptance of the resolution, eaid;he would 
do nothing except it was in accord with the wishes of the Congregational Council, 
since, however desirable the object, it could not succeed without their approval and 
support. He pointed out that unlike other towns with a large Jewish population, 
there were in Birmingham no Jewish butchers (kosher meat being supplied by 
Chri-tian butchers), so that the Association would not interfere with existing in- 
terests. The motion was seconded by Mr. 8S. Marks, supported by Mr. B. Newman, 
and carried unanimously. A deputation having been appointed to wait on the 
Council, votes of thanks were passed to Mr. H. Davis, President of the Congrega- 
iion, for the use of the schoolroom, and to the Chairman. Upwards of 600 shares of 
x1 each have already been taken.
